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East Hampton 
Cemetery 
Nominated for 
State @ National 
Registers of 
Historic Places

cemetery in East Hampton is among 11 proper- 
ties in New York State that the state Board for 
Historic Preservation has recommended adding to 
State and National Registers of Historic Places, Gov. 


Kathy Hochul announced on Monday, December 12. > 


Located in Northwest Woods, the Van Scoy- 
Edwards Burying Ground is a small, isolated fam- 
ily burial plot with eight headstones and one family 
monument dating from 1782-1884. 

Now part of the town’s Grassy Hollow Nature 
Preserve, Hochul’s office said the 2,640-square-foot 
site is the most significant surviving evidence of the 
early East Hampton colony, a settlement that flour- 
ished as a commercial and shipping center in the late 
17th and early 18th centuries. 

The burying ground features sandstone, marble, 
and zinc markers typical of the 19th century and 
was identified in the recently completed Historic 
Cemeteries of the Town of East Hampton survey. It 
is maintained by East Hampton Town’s Land Acqui- 
sition and Management Department and is in close 
proximity to the Abandoned Settlement Trail, often 
walked by local and visiting hikers. 

Made possible by a $5,600 grant from the Preser- 
vation League of New York State with the New York 
State Council on the Arts and the Robert David Lion 
Gardiner Foundation, this survey of historic bury- 
ing grounds, cemeteries, and gravesites within the 
Town of East Hampton identified 45 cemeteries dat- 
ing from approximately 1650 to 1950.

The sites reflect four property types, including 
communal burying grounds (ca. 1650 to ca. 1950); 


cemeteries of religious organizations (ca. 1850 to _ 


ca. 1950); private, association-owned cemeteries 
(ca.1880 to ca.1950); and isolated family burying 
grounds and cemeteries (ca. 1700 to ca. 1900). 

“The location, variety, and survival of the town’s 
historic interment sites preserve the history and di- 
versity of the people and generations of local burial 
practices,” Hochul’s announcement said, pointing 
out that the Van Scoy Burying Ground is the first 
property nominated under this survey. 

“These nominations showcase New York’s diverse 
history through preserving important places where 
New Yorkers have lived, learned, worked and built 
communities,” Hochul said of all of the nominations, 
selected from throughout the state. “By adding these 
sites to our historic registers, we are recognizing the 
critical role that they play in telling our state’s story. 
I hope these landmarks will inspire, educate and 
entertain future generations and help connect New 
Yorkers to our past.” 

Along with East Hampton’s Van Scoy-Edwards 
Burying Ground, the nominations include a 20th- 
century “piano player” factory in Syracuse, a rare 
19th-century stone general store in Millville, and a 
historic district in Lansingburgh, among others. 

Commissioner of the state Office of Parks, Recre- 
ation and Historic Preservation Erik Kulleseid said, 
“State Parks is committed to preserving and promot- 
ing the remarkable range of historic resources found 
throughout New York. Our historic resources can 
have an integral role in New York’s future, and the 
incentives that come with State and National Reg- 
isters recognition, like state and federal tax credits, 
can help stabilize historic structures as well as en-

courage investments in our local communities.” 

Once recommendations are approved by the 
commissioner, who serves as the State Historic 
Preservation Officer, the properties are listed on 
the New York State Register of Historic Places and 
then nominated to the National Register of Historic 
Places, where they are reviewed and, once approved, 
entered on the National Register. 

The State and National Registers are the official 
lists of buildings, structures, districts, landscapes, 
objects and sites significant in the history, architec- 
ture, archaeology and culture of New York State and 
the nation. 

There are more than 120,000 historic properties 
throughout the state listed on the National Register 
of Historic Places, individually or as components of 
historic districts. Property owners, municipalities, 
and organizations from communities throughout 
the state sponsored these nominations. _

Tests Performed on Dead Hamptons Whale

Me biologists were finally able to perform a 
necropsy on a 31-foot-long humpback whale 
that washed up dead in Amagansett on December 
' 9, experts with the Atlantic Marine Conservation 
Society said. The whale initially washed up in South- 
ampton, then washed back out to sea, came ashore in 
Napeague, and then finally came ashore in Amagan- 
sett, where the examination was conducted, officials 
said. “Our biologists collected samples to be sent to a 
veterinary pathologist for further analysis to confirm 


necropsy findings,” the agency said. 

There were no signs of blunt force trauma typical of 
a ship strike that often proves fatal for whales. New 
York State Parks Police, the state parks department, 
NOAA Fisheries New England/Mid-Atlantic and the 
state Department of Environmental Conservation as- 
sisted in the response and with handling logistics for 
disposal of the whale. 

Members of the public are urged to report sick, 
injured, entangled, or deceased marine mammals 
and sea turtles to the NYS Stranding Hotline at

Southampton 
Town, Village 
Appoint New Police 
Chiefs

Ji of Southampton and Village of Southampton 
officials appointed new chiefs of their respective 
police departments days apart following a pair of 
high profile searches to replace longtime leaders in 
each agency. Southampton Town Police Capt. James 
Kiernan was promoted on December 8 to police chief, 
replacing Steven Skrynecki, who led the department 
for six years before dying in October. And Suffolk 
County Deputy Police Commissioner Anthony Carter 
was named the next chief of the Southampton Village 
Police Department on December 12, taking over for 
acting police chief Susan Hurteau, who was appointed 
as captain. 

“I pledge that this department will do all that it can 
to ensure a safe environment for our residents, guests, 
visitors and businesses,” said Kiernan, who rose up 
the ranks since starting with the department as an of- 
ficer in 1997. “I appreciate your vote of confidence and 


support, and will do my utmost to deserve this honor.” 

The Southampton Town Police Department, which 
is the largest local law enforcement agency on the East 
End with more than 100 sworn members, patrols 
communities with more than 58,000 residents from 
North Haven to Remsenberg. The Southampton Vil- 
lage Police Department has about 30 sworn members 
patrolling a 7.4-square-mile municipality that is home 
to more than 4,500 residents, making it the largest 
of the six village police departments across the Twin 
Forks. The need to replace Skrynecki was sudden, fol- 
lowing the late town police chief's brief illness. Hur- 
teau, on the other hand, has been acting chief for more 
than a year after the village board terminated the con- 
tract of former Chief Thomas Cummings, who had led 
the department for more than a decade. 

While the town board unanimously approved Kier- 
nan’s promotion, the vote to appoint Carter was split, 
with Mayor Jesse Warren, who questioned the search 
committee’s process, casting the lone dissenting vote. 
Warren expressed concern with the “highly generous” 
five-year contract — he'll make $270,000 annually, 
plus benefits — that other highly qualified candidates 
were passed up and that Carter still needs to pass a 
civil service exam in March to qualify to take the 
position. 

“I know he wants to study for the exam, but we re- 
ally need somebody now,” Warren said, noting that 
despite the issues, he expects to have a better relation- 
ship with Carter than he did with Cummings, who he 
publicly sparred with for months. 


Alleged Shooter 
Outside Zeldin 
Home Indicted as 
Part of Gang

he suspect in a drive-by shooting outside the 
home of U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin is among 18 al- 
leged gang members indicted for a series of crimes 


on Long Island that also include a murder, armed © 


robberies and the theft of seven French bulldogs, 
Suffolk County officials announced Monday. 

The 148-count indictment targeted alleged mem- 
bers of the “No Fake Love,” or “NFL” gang, believed 


responsible for 31 crimes dating to October 2021, 
according to law enforcement authorities. Among 
the crimes was the December 2021 shooting death 
of Jorge Mauricio Sevilla Barrera, 28, outside a strip 
mall, as well as six shootings, six armed robberies, 
and stealing 15 vehicles and the dogs. 

One of the suspects was arrested last month with 
the gun used in the October shooting outside Zeld- 
in’s house, which wounded two 17-year-old boys. 
The former Republican candidate for governor was 
not home at the time but said his twin daughters 
were inside. 

Investigators said the alleged gang members took 
orders from two imprisoned associates, sometimes 
stealing and selling cars and bulldogs to purchase 
guns. The breed can run into the thousands of dol- 
lars. 

All but one of the defendants, who range in age 
from 17 to 27, were in custody December 12, accord- 
ing to Suffolk County District Attorney Raymond 
Tierney’s office.

The Mi iPhone Remote 
is a gift you must have. Why 
has nobody thought of this be- 
fore?

And now you can have one for 
your iPhone. 

It is small and simple. The M1 
iPhone Remote is no bigger than three 
tongue depressors stacked and glued 
one atop the other, and so it easily 
fits in your handbag or pocket. You'll 
never be without it. 

How often have you heard your 
iPhone ring but it’s across the room 
and you cannot get to it in time?

Then by pushing the keyboard 
back down into the remote, it will au- 
tomatically save what you wrote into 
a special folder on your iPhone. After 
that, slide the little pin back into its 
tiny scabbard and it will automatically 
shut down. 

Something between your teeth? 


Hold the M-1 in front of you and press 


“Spinach.” The photo it takes is saved 
via Bluetooth in a picture album on 
your iPhone that is password protect- 
ed. So only you, privately, can see it. 


And what if you can’t remember 
where you put your M-1 Remote? The 
M-1 is the only device today that can 
find itself. Press “Find” on the remote. 
And there it is. 

Here’s another feature. Press SIRI 
on your M-i and ask a question. It 
will be sent by Wi-Fi to wherever your 
iPhone is. And whatever Siri replies 
will be Wi-Fied back to the M-1 and 
spoken aloud in a screechy voice on 
the tiny little speaker. Standard rates 
apply. 

Double click SIRI and you will hear 
Siri’s response again on the M-1 but 
this time in Bulgarian. Another double 
click returns it to English. 

The M-1 iPhone Remote comes in 
five different shades of gray. Press the 


small button on the bottom of the re- 
mote to change the shade. Or double 
click it to change to full color and press 
the small button again to select the 
one of 45 colors available. 

The M-1 Remote retails. at $947. 
But today, on this day only, it is avail- 


_ able for the ridiculously low price of 


just $94.70. Not only that, but buying 
one M-1 for that price will entitle you 
to buy a second one for only $1. But 
again, just for this day only, before 4 
a.m., if you call right now and say the 
words “M-1.” The iPhone number is 
right there on your screen now. 

The M-1 will work on your Samsung, 
Dell, Nokia and Google phone too! 


STAY HEALTHY 
Here is the way to stay 100% cancer 
free. I found it in a magazine I sub- 
scribe to called Consumer Reports On 
Health in the October issue under the 
headline “Foods That Help Fight Can- 

cer.” This is real. 

Here is the list of things you can eat 
that reduce the possibility of getting 
cancer. First is nuts. An analysis made 
by a 2015 study in Nutrition Reviews 
journal, it says, shows that your cancer 
risk is slashed by 15% by eating nuts. 

Next are berries. A 2020 study in 
another journal, Cancer Research, 
written by Marjorie McCullough, 
Se.D., R.D., of the American Cancer 
Society, reduces deaths from breast 
cancer by 25%. 

Whole grains are also studied in On 
Health.

If you add up all these reductions 
in cancer in these studies, 43%, 17%, 
25% and 15%, your total cancer risk 
has been reduced by 100%. So that’s it. 

And there’s more. On Health maga- 
zine also says cancer possibilities can 
be reduced by eating carrots, dark 
leafy greens, tofu, edamame, broccoli 
and cauliflower. However, in my opin- 
ion, this is unnecessary since you’ve 
already reduced the chances of getting 
cancer to zero. 

Give the information about these 
other foods to your friends. If they 
add one or two to the earlier list, they 
could drop others. 100% is 100%. And 
so by eating those things, you now are 
free to eat hot dogs, french fries, tacos, 
chocolate cake and fried chicken to 
your heart’s content.

Tgot an invitation from Mayor Jerry 
Larsen of East Hampton this past 
October inviting me to fly down for the 
afternoon of December 10, two weeks 
before Christmas, to meet the kids of 
his town face to face. It was a rare op- 
portunity for me because I am only 
away. from the Pole on Christmas Eve 
and at that time, of course, kids are 
asleep. So, of course, I accepted. 

The invitation said the mayor would 
have all the kids assembled in Herrick 
Park, which is in the center of town, 
but looking into this, we found that the 
park was not big enough for my sled, 
the elves and the eight reindeer to land 
and take off. So, it was decided instead 
that we'd land at the East Hampton 
Town Airport where they'd have a he- 
licopter waiting. They’d take us up, and 
then after circling around, land in the 
park where I could have my picture 
taken with all the kids. 

Things went well at the airport, sort 
of. We landed there around 11 a.m. not 
far from their parked helicopter, which 
I now realized would accommodate 
me but not my 10 elves, so the elves, 
although disappointed, had to sit and 
play games inside the terminal for 
two hours of waiting until I got back. 
Meanwhile, the reindeer, would, by 
prearrangement, be put up in stalls in 
a barn nearby with lots of hay. 

Td never been up in a helicopter, 
and it seemed pretty intimidating. But 
there were two pilots, Dennis and an- 
other guy who never gave me his name, 
and there was Erin, an EMT, who, for 
the flight, put earphones on my head 
because, as she said, this was going to 
be loud. Then she sat on the’gurney in 
the back next to a seat for me. Appar- 
ently it was an airborne ambulance. 
Which allowed me to joke that if I got 
panicky, they'd have all the medical 
gear in there to get me better. Cer- 
tainly, everybody wanted me in tip-to 
shape for December 25. 

There was a wait because some pri- 
vate helicopter had just landed and 
then had, in spité of orders from the 
control tower not to, simply taxied 
across the various runways sideways, 
which our pilots and the tower on the 
radio said was stupid and dangerous. 
In the end, the tower ordered that 
chopper off to one side — downwind

from the barn — and off we went. 

We went straight up, which felt like 
being in an elevator, but then, not that 
high, we tipped at a 45-degree angle, 
pretty scary, and flew off to the west 
over what I thought was The Clubhouse 
building in the woods but which 
I soon realized was a Ross 
School building. Zooming 
around, we passed over 
Wainscott — there were 
ships just offshore busy 
installing their wind farm 
electricity project — and then 
we went over the Atlantic Ocean 
where, after another tippy turn, we 
flew over Lily Pond Lane and Geor- 
gica, east along Montauk Highway 
with Town Pond below, then north 
over Main Street, turning left above 
the Ladies Village Improvement Soci- 
ety building and Herrick Park, beyond 
to where I could see what looked like 


' a thousand kids behind ropes set up 


at one end of the park below. But we 
didn’t set down. Instead, we did a terri- 
fying loop above the Stop & Shop, flew 
south down Newtown Lane, then west 
on Main Street — I thought I could al- 
most touch the top of the steeple of the 
First Presbyterian Church — and then 
back to the park where, this time, we 
did set down. 

I took a deep breath, jumped out and 


then walked around the helicopter, 


- waving to all the kids to where a small 


chair, all by itself, had been set up on 
the grass of what was, I saw, the out- 


field of the sandlot baseball diamond. 


The kids, 50 yards away, were then let 
loose and told to walk slowly to- 
ward me to form a big line on 
both sides facing some pho- 
tographers so they could 
take a group picture, but, to 
my delight, that never hap- 
pened. Instead, all these 3-, 
4- and 5-year-olds and their 
parents, cheering and yelling, 
simply raced out to where I sat and 
surrounded me sitting in my chair in a 
great happy mosh for a long, long time. 
I will never, ever, forget this. They 
were so happy to see me. And I was so 
happy to see them. Of course, I could 
hardly move in there. They were ev- 
erywhere. Indeed, my face, at sitting 
height, was directly opposite the faces 
of all these little kids I love so much. 
“Were you the pilot?” one kid asked. “I 
learned after we took off,” I replied. I 
kept asking everybody if they'd been 
good. Absolutely all were good. I start- 
ed to touch little noses with my index 
finger. Tap tap tap. Squealing, they 
hugged me. This went on for a good 
10 minutes. Behind them, adults held 
high a forest of smartphones taking 


videos. Finally, some authorities broke 
through and, saying “Gangway,” stood 
me up and escorted me out and off toa 
waiting police car, with all these little 
kids leading and following, and I got 
into the passenger seat, rolled down 
the window, and as we slowly pulled 
away and onto Newtown Lane, waved 
and shouted “Merry Christmas” to 
everybody. 

Two police officers on motorcycles 
with lights flashing escorted us on a 
tour through this beautiful town until 
we got to the movie theater, where they 
stopped and ushered me inside to a 
chair by a Christmas tree in the lobby 
to sit and greet still more kids who 
were arriving to watch a Christmas 
movie — The Polar Express I was told. 

Here, once again, the kids, hundreds 
of them, came over to tell me they 
loved me and that they'd been good, 
while I told them I loved them and 
presents would be along in two weeks. 
I got lots of hugs. I hugged back. Lots 
of pictures were taken. Somewhere in 
there, a 5-year-old handed me a dollar. 
Then ran off. What should I do with it? 
I tried to give it to the next kid but she 
wouldn't take it. Up here at the Pole, I 
still have it. 

I will never forget this trip. God bless 
the children of East Hampton and all 
the Hamptons.

Lockerbie Bust: Montauk Mom of Flight 103 
Victim Buoyed by Bombmaker’s Arrest

S use Lowenstein was at her Mon- 
tauk home, where she sculpted 
people’s reactions to learning their 
loved ones were killed by terrorists, 
when she heard the man who alleg- 
edly built the bomb used to down Pan 
Am Flight 103 over Lockerbie, Scot- 
land, killing all 259 people aboard 
— including her son — three decades 
ago, was arrested. 

Her reaction of cautious optimism 
that justice may prevail this time was 
tempered by cynicism from watching 
accomplices spared punishment in 
the past. The long-sought develop- 
ment coming so close to the 34th an- 
niversary of the December 21, 1988 


bombing also reopens old wounds 
that dampen spirits typically height- 
ened amid holiday season revelry. 

“Finally, it’s been 34 years,” the 
78-year-old sculptor thought to her- 
self upon reading news of the arrest 
on Sunday, December 11. “That’s a 
long time to wait for justice.” 

The next day, Abu Agila Moham- 
mad Mas’ud Kheir Al-Marimi, a for- 
mer Libyan intelligence official, was 
extradited and appeared in Washing- 
ton, D.C. federal court, charged with 
an act of international terrorism. In 
addition to those aboard, 11 on the 
ground were also killed. Two other 
Libyan intelligence officials have been 
charged in the U.S. for their alleged 
involvement in the attack, but Mas’ud 


was the first defendant to appear in an 
American courtroom for prosecution. 

“Although nearly 34 years have 
passed since the defendant’s actions, 
countless families have never fully re- 
covered,” Assistant U.S. Attorney Erik 
Kenerson said during a court pro- 
ceeding attended by victims’ relatives. 

Lowenstein’s 21-year-old son, Alex, 
was among 35 Syracuse University 
students flying home for Christmas 
after a semester abroad. The New 
York-bound flight exploded less than 
an hour after takeoff from London. 
Citizens from 21 countries were 
killed, but the majority — 190 — were 
Americans. 

“He loved it there,” Lowenstein re- 
called of her son’s semester in Scot- 


land. But before the bombing, her 
mother’s intuition kicked in. 

“About two weeks before his death, I 
was overcome with a deep, deep sense 
of having to go over immediately and 
just spend time with him, and that’s 
exactly what I did,” she said, recalling 
how he showed her around London 
and then she introduced him to family 
members in her native Hamberg, Ger- 
many before they parted ways. “It was 
really an amazing thing.” 

After the tragedy, she contacted the 
families of other Flight 103 victims 
and asked if they would be willing 
to recreate the pose of their reaction 
upon learning news of the bomb- 
ing. She spent the following 15 years 
creating 75 life-size nude sculptures

in her garden that form a memorial 
titled “Dark Elegy,” which has become 
a rallying point in Montauk on anni- 
versaries of the September 11, 2001 
attacks and other acts of terror. The 
memorial was the focus of a 2019 doc- 
umentary Seat 20D. Patrons routinely 
visit the memorial, often hearing 
about it by word of mouth. More visi- 
tors are likely in the wake of the latest 
development. 

The bombing remains the deadliest 
terrorist attack ever carried out on 
British soil. Investigators soon tied the 
bombing to Libya, whose government 
had engaged in long-running hostili- 
ties with the U.S. and other Western 
governments. About two years before 
the attack, Libya was blamed for the 
bombing of a Berlin disco that killed 
three, including two U.S. soldiers, and 
injured dozens of others. 

The Libyan government initially 
balked at turning over two men pre- 
viously tried in the case, Abdel Baset 
Ali al-Megrahi and Lamen Khalifa 
Fhimah, before ultimately surren- 
dering them for prosecution before a 
panel of Scottish judges sitting in the 
Netherlands as part of a special ar- 
rangement. In Mas’ud’s case, a newly 
unsealed Justice Department indict- 
ment includes three charges related

‘to the explosion, including destruc- 


tion of an aircraft, resulting in death. 
Prosecutors said in court that they 
would not be pursuing the death pen- 
alty because that punishment was not 
available for those specific crimes at 
the time the bombing occurred. 

A breakthrough in the Justice De- 
partment’s investigation came when 
U.S. officials in 2017 received a copy of 
an interview that Mas’ud, a longtime 
explosives expert for Libya’s intelli- 
gence service, had given to Libyan law 
enforcement in 2012 after being taken 
into custody following the collapse of 


the government of the country’s lead- 
er, Col. Moammar Gadhafi. 

In that interview, U.S. officials said, 
Mas’ud admitted building the bomb 
in the Pan Am attack and working 
with two other conspirators to carry 
it out. He also said the operation was 
ordered by Libyan intelligence and 
that Gadhafi thanked him and other 
members of the team after the attack, 
according to an FBI affidavit. 

That affidavit said Mas’ud told 
Libyan law enforcement that he flew 
to Malta to meet al-Megrahi and 
Fhimah. He handed Fhimah a me-

dium-sized Samsonite suitcase con- 
taining a bomb, having already been 


- instructed to set the timer so that the 


device would explode exactly 11 hours 
later, according to the document. He 
then flew to Tripoli, the FBI said. 

Al-Megrahi was convicted in the 
Netherlands while Fhimah was ac- 
quitted of all charges. Al-Megrahi 
was given a life sentence, but Scottish 
authorities released him on humani- 
tarian grounds in 2009 after he was 
diagnosed with prostate cancer. He 
died in Tripoli, still protesting his 
innocence. 

Lowenstein and other victims’ 
families balked at that compassionate 
release. But she remains hopeful that 
Mas’ud won't be afforded the same 
sympathy when tried in America. 

“It doesn’t bring my boy back and it 
doesn’t heal the hole in my heart, but 
if justice is being done, that’s a little 
bit of comfort,” she said. “The unfor- 
tunate thing always happens around 
the anniversary time. It kind of makes 
the Christmas time not really the 
Christmas time.”

CLARENCE JAMES

is issue’s cover, provided to us by DTR Modern 
Galleries, features the work of Clarence James, 
whose National Arts Club solo exhibition, Find Your- 
self, is on view in the Grand Gallery through Satur- 
day, December 17. 

Growing up in Raleigh, North Carolina in a “very 
homogenous environment,” James says he sought 
out a different experience, which led him to Howard 
University, an esteemed HBCU (Historically Black 
Colleges and Universities) in Washington, D.C. 

“What everyone needs to realize about that, if they 
don’t realize already, is that an HBCU came out of 
necessity. Slavery is over, and in 1867 when Howard 
was founded, it’s not a situation where there’s any- 
where else for a descendent of that class of person,” 
he explains. “The entire college experience at an 
HBCU is a homecoming, because it’s coming to an 
environment that’s the inverse of the homogenous 
comment I made. Now I’m in an environment where 
I’m seeing myself reflected everywhere, and I’m see- 
ing people that have ambition, want to be better, 
want to contribute to society, want to improve them- 
selves, and I’m in this whole environment of people 
who look like me and are on a likeminded mission of 
being better.” 

Midway through business school, James had an 
“existential crisis” realizing this wasn’t what he had 
envisioned for himself, and if he didn’t eventually 
find a creative outlet he'd “lose (his) mind.” After 
withdrawing for a semester, then returning to finish 
business school, he graduated in 2014 and jumped

straight into painting. 

The self-taught artist felt inspired by fashion-art 
collaborations such as Raf Simmons x Sterling Ruby 
and Supreme x Basquiat and quickly realized that art 
could be a realistic, practical occupation if the artist 
has a sense of entrepreneurship. 

With that idea firmly in mind, James founded 
his personal brand PVMT84. The abbreviation for 
“pavement” stands for his desire to “pave a path, 
build a road that others can use,” he says. The “84” is 
a nod to the George Orwell book 1984, which James 


included to represent the “control mechanism of so- © 


ciety” and the “gap between truth and reality.” 

He elaborates, “You have truth, which is pretty ob- 
jective, and then you have reality which is extremely 
subjective. We all have a different perspective, and if 
perspective is reality, there are billions of different 
realities that are concurrently occurring.” 

While James still uses the PVMT84 brand for his 
website (pvmt84.com), he has largely shifted his fo- 
cus to himself, Clarence James, as the artist and the 


brand. 

To get to this point of self-actualization, however, 
James would first have to lay everything on the line 
for his passion. In 2018, after having spent a couple 
years living in New York, he found himself burnt out, 
broke, practically homeless — staying with friends 
and keeping all of his belongings in his car — and 
was ready to return to D.C. 

“I really had to have a soul-searching moment 
where I had to be honest with myself. What did I 
have going? What was my real foundation? I had to 
let go of the young, hopeful dream of going to find 
that Warhol-type figure that’s going to elevate me 
straight up to rockstar artist and more so focus on 
what I can control, which is my art practice,” he says. 

In December 2019, he decided to bet it all on his 
art. “I had a 2003 Acura TL, and I sold it for $1,800 
and used that $1,800 to get an art studio (in D.C). 
That was a big moment for me; that was a pushing all 
my chips in moment where I’m taking a big risk and 
truly going out and fully doing it. ... Consequently, I 
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had to sleep in my art studio many a night, right on 
the floor, and that wasn’t necessarily permitted.” 

He adds, “It’s not like the first moment that I felt 
I went all in, but it was really shifting my paradigm, 
getting things together and understanding that my 
work ethic is going to be what takes me where I want 
to be.” 

In a serendipitous turn of events, James was intro- 
duced to DTR Modern Galleries and began working 
with them in 2020. His collaboration with DTR art- 
ist Halim Flowers was purchased by one of the Palm 
Beach directors, and soon after, the director of DTR 
in D.C. visited his studio and confirmed him a seri- 
ous, professional artist worth investing in. “I started 
working with them and that’s been beautiful,” James 
says of DTR. “They've got their five locations, and I 
don’t have to worry about selling art anymore, all I 
have to do is paint and lean into my business rela- 
tionship with them.” 

Looking back at how far he’s come since not having 
a place to call home, James adds, “I was definitely in 
situations (before DTR) where failure was happen- 
ing, but you can’t quit. You have to push through.” 

We had the chance to connect with James on Zoom 
to discuss this issue’s cover art. 


- What inspired you to paint “I Was Think- 
ing I Thought” and is it part of a series? 

Essentially, all of the artwork I’ve made that DTR 
has handled is basically one cohesive series. ... Of 
all these paintings that I’ve made and they’ve made 
available to others, they all follow a theme. What this 
is is my take on portraiture, so you'll see it in a 30” by 
40” format. ... This painting in particular is a 60” by 
48” so it’s a lot larger. ... 

The portraiture is meant to start the introspection. 
The color palette is meant to get your attention, and 
color conveys a lot of emotion, so I want to start that 
_ interaction with the artwork. Hopefully that puts 
you in a state of intrigue, gives you a moment for self- 
reflection, and through that process, hopefully it’s an 
_ exercise that you can remember or be reminded of 
who you are. When we realize who we truly are, we’re 

part of one human experience but just the billions 


of deviations, permeations of that as human beings — 


alive on Earth in the third dimensional plane as ex- 
tensions of the universe, God, whatever you want to 
say, but creation is unfolding, and we're a part of it. 


How do you use symbols and text to com- 
municate the themes you're trying to convey? 

In this piece, the first key is to represent the hu- 
man form, portraiture, now within that what I’m 
- trying to do is offer an illustration of what I was just 
saying: that we all have a different perspective, we 
go through different moods and emotions, we are 
in motion. We are vibrating — all material is light 
at different vibrations — I’m trying to illustrate the 
dynamic nature of being alive. 

Things like those wave lines coming out of the head 
are representing brain waves, brain activity, and it’s 
in and out. It’s our internal process projected out, 
and it’s also external things interacting with us — 
thoughts and ideas, visuals, communication through 
language. And then the arrow pointing up, on top 
of that brain motif, is about elevated consciousness, 
which takes effort. It’s not just being surface level, it’s 
taking a moment to have a deeper analysis of reality 
and our experience. And lots of eyes — eyes being 
the window to the soul, they say. Eyes being the outer

extension of your brain and nervous system that’s 
taking in all those stimuli. We’re processing reality 
via our eyes, and eyes represent elevation, light and 
knowledge. 

“I am, I am” is a very powerful affirmation. It’s in 
the Bible, in the Torah; this is a very ancient concept. 
Essentially, they're saying that’s what God is, God 
uttered that and created the first vibration — in the 
beginning was the word. “I am” is not only power- 
ful, but it also connects you with the universal con- 
sciousness that was the source of ourselves. Stating 
that presence and affirming that “I exist. I think, 
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therefore I am” is pulling those concepts together. 

Put a star in there. What is it? Dust in the wind. 
We're stardust. If you look around the universe, a hu- 
man being is truly a microcosm of everything that’s 
in the universe. ... What’s a star? A star has mass, has 
gravitational pull. We can become a star; it doesn’t 
just have to be a celebrity in terms of a star. When 
you have a strong presence, you can be a star and 
through your efforts you will — almost like the law 
of attraction — by increasing your mass metaphori- 
cally, mentally and spiritually through your thoughts 
and actions, you can be a star. ... 

A heart is pretty self-explanatory — love being the 
most powerful tool that I feel like every human be- 
ing needs to constantly be utilizing. Then something 
like the positive and negative symbol is just trying to 
indicate polarity, and also indicate charge, literally 
positive and negative, and a complete circuit. We're 
alive, we're electric, we're electromagnetic. 


What do you find most rewarding about be- 
ing an artist and sharing your work with the 
world? 

The most rewarding thing is when I realize I’m 
actually helping people. I’m actually contributing to 
other people’s lives, and I’m inspiring other people to 
feel better about themselves, have more self-esteem, 
have the courage to take that risk and chase down 
their dream. As the paintings are selling consistently 
and interest is growing, I’m realizing that I have a 
purpose and it’s not random out,here. What I’m do- 
ing has value and people appreciate it. That’s really 
kept giving me confidence and reassurance.

Company. With a combined 3,000-plus agents, The Keyes Family of 
Companies make up the largest independent brokerage in Florida. 

For his part, Marotta has concentrated his efforts on the six

most exclusive areas of northern Palm Beach: the 400-acre Bear’s 
Club, where Michael Jordan owns one of the 40 estates; Old Palm 
Golf Club; and Admiral’s Cove — all golf communities — and Jupiter 
Island (home to Tiger Woods); the Intercoastal Waterway and 
Loxahatchee River. 

“I’m the only realtor who’s sold homes over $10 million in all six 
of those areas,” says Marotta, adding, “When a buyer is coming to 
town who wants the very best at the highest, wouldn’t you want a 
realtor who’s sold at the top of the market in all the areas?” 

In addition to working at the top of the northern Palm Beach 
market, Marotta also sells a variety of other properties in the 
county for over $1 million.

“lm as proud of the fact that I’m also the only realtor in a given 
year who’s sold the highest priced condo in every single beachfront 
community, from Jupiter Island to Singer Island,” he says. 


FROM IVY TO REALTY 

A graduate of Yale University, Marotta considered following 
many of his fellow classmates into a career in finance, but instead 
found himself drawn to real estate. 

“There was something about the tangible element of it: going 
from an idea to a piece of paper from an architect to a builder 
to then furnishing it and then turning around and selling it,” he 
explains. 

Concentrating for years on the development end of the business, 
Marotta, like many others, was set back by the great recession and 
nearly wiped out by 2012. 

“I had $25 million in construction loans. And there was just no 
new business being written and I was dying,” he recalls. 

At that point, Marotta decided to switch to buying and selling 
real estate — for other people. 

Early on, word got out around an oceanfront condo he was selling 
a unit in that Marotta was washing the salt-streaked windows 
himself. When he returned home, there were messages from five 
people in the building asking him to sell their unit. 

“That just showed me that if you work hard at the lowest levels, 
you'll work your way up,” he says. “And that’s always been the way I 
built my practice.” 


A STEP AHEAD OF THE REST 

While many of his competitors work in teams of listing agents, 
Marotta prefers to show properties himself. 

“I think it’s very important that you have somebody with 35 years 
of experience out there who knows the market, knows why that 
house is saleable and actually shows up to sell it,” he says. 

Though he gets calls on a regular basis from big brokerages 
inviting him to join their ranks, Marotta remains loyal to Illustrated, 
where, he says, Pappas supports the agents in every way. 

“I tell them, I appreciate the call, but I’m exactly where I’m 
supposed to be,” says Marotta, noting that all the top agents at 
Illustrated support one another. 

“They're always there to be helpful and collaborative. And | 
encourage the younger agents to reach out to me any time.”

A typical day for Marotta is spent looking at beautiful homes 
with highly successful people. 

“They’re just looking for a nice place where they can enjoy health 
and happiness,” he says. “When you’re dealing at the highest end, 
people are beyond pretense. They’re just really cool people and I’ve 
enjoyed getting to know them, and I really love trying to put the 
pieces of the puzzle together.” 

For Marotta, the goal is to do the very best for his clients. 

“It’s much more than earning the commission,” he says. 

“It’s about reputation: it’s how you handle your clients and how 
you interface with other top realtors.” 

In the stratosphere of northern Palm Beach real estate, there 
are about 40 or 50 top agents, notes Marotta. 

“We all get along because we realize we’re lucky to be here and 
we try to work well with each other,” he says, adding, “I’m just 
fortunate: I have a job I really love.” 


Marotta repped the buyer in an off-market deal for a house in Jupiter’s 
exclusive Bear’s Club, which includes a Jack Nicklaus-designed golf course. 
The home traded for $10,650,000 in June of 2021.

outh Florida-based visual 
artist Lauren Shapiro 
combines ceramics, 
technology and science to 
create modular sculptures 
and installations that, she 
says, reference systems 
and visual orders found in nature. 

Utilizing a multi-step casting process in 
clay to make artwork both big and small, she 
often creates for public spaces and always 
draws inspiration from environmental 
research and data. 

Also an _ educator, Shapiro leads 
community-based projects where 
participants hand-mold clay structures 
into site-specific arrangements that create 
awareness. As a Floridian, she is keenly 
aware of the growing climate pressures on 
tropical populations and she hopes her work 
draws attention to the issues and inspires 
solutions for the changing landscape. 

“It’s really about connecting people with 
the material and with the environment,” she 
says. 

“I grew up in Florida — I’ve been here 
my whole life. I’ve traveled quite a bit, but 
I’m based in Miami,” she says. She has been 
creating ceramics for about 15 to 20 years 
and she earned a master’s in fine arts from 
the University of Miami. 

“Art was always something that was a 
focus of mine ever since a young age,” she 
says. “I took a pottery class in college and I 
fell in love with the wheel and I didn’t know 
what I was going to do with it, and I just kept 
taking classes and the next thing I knew I 
was a ceramics major,” she says. 

“The power of the material is really 
magical. I started doing more sculptural 
work and when I started graduate school 
here in Miami, I wanted to focus on mold 
making and multiples. And so that’s where 
I became like a master mold maker,” she 
explains. “That was the focus of my thesis.” 

“I even went to China on a residency and 
studied from masters there to see how it’s 
really done — which is insane. They’re like 
next-level technicians — they’re technically 
perfect. So I did a residency in a town called 
Jingdezhen, where Ai Weiwei produced all 
of his pieces” she says of the noted Chinese 
contemporary artist, documentarian and 
activist. 

Jingdezhen is known for its ancient 
porcelain production for more than 1,700 
years and is known as the “Porcelain Capital” 
because of the important role it plays in 
the domestic and international ceramic 
industry. 

There, she observed production from 
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“Flora Medallion,” a glazed ceramic piece, mea- 
sures 56 inches high by 56 inches wide and 4 
inches deep.

start to finish. “It’s really all about, I guess, 
production in the way that you conceptualize 
a project and then you go to the clay person 
and then they give you the clay and then you 
give them the model and then they make the 
mold and then you take it to the glaze person 
and they do the glazing and take it to the kiln 
person. It was an interesting experience in 
not having my hand in everything and being 
more of a producer and seeing how that 
works. 

“For some of the larger public works that 
I’m working on, that’s what I end up doing 
a lot is producing. It’s kind of collaborative 
in a way — collaborating with architects, 
designers, to help push my vision forward.” 

Shapiro began by doing a lot of carving 
and repetition. She was attracted to 
patterns, specifically patterns in nature and 
trying to replicate the forms that she saw, as 
well as the different types of textures. “Of 
course when you do that by hand it goes very 
slow,” she says with a laugh. “So I wanted 
to study mold-making to help speed up my 
production and be able to make things that 
were larger or modular, or fit together. So it 
was really like a desire to kind of expand the

technique to make works that would form 
patterns a little bit more easily rather and 
more perfectly.” 

“The cool thing is that they’re all unique, 
even though they begin with molds. Each 
one is a unique object — so it’s more about 
speeding up the production to produce 
things that are larger or more installation 
based or sculptural.” 

The pieces can be quite large. “Garden 
Portals,” one of the wall pieces now at the 
Todd Merrill Studio, is 9 by 6 feetin size, made 
in a high-fire glaze, so it can withstand the 
elements outdoors, though it can also hang 
indoors. The modular sculpture was created 
for the Fairchild Tropical Botanic Garden 
in Miami last year to reflect South Florida’s 
native ecology and cultivate stewardship 
through community-driven workshops that 
help bring the project to life, the description 
says. 

Her works are both small and large scale. 
She processes and fires molded clay pieces 
affixing them onto clay tiles for some of the 
work. It casts native and exotic flora found 
in the Fairchild Tropical Botanic Garden 
in ceramic modular tiles. Shapiro foraged 
native plants, like corky stem passion flower, 
cycad, oak tree leaves, wild coffee and 
cabbage palm alongside tropical plants like 
philodendron, tree ferns, anthuriums and 
Alocasia. She created silicone molds from 
the specimens and led a series of community 
workshops, where participants pressed wet 
clay into molds to create sculptural replicas. 

Itwas installed in one of the conservatories 
outside, and then it traveled to Design Miami 
last year, and now it’s in Tribeca, Shapiro 
explains. 

“That would probably be one of the larger 
pieces. I’ve also done sculptural work that’s 
not permanent. I did a project a couple of 
years back here in Miami that was based 
on coral reef ecosystems — a large-scale 
monumental installation of 15,000 pounds 
of unfired clay that was built with the 
community.” 

An ephemeral clay installation and 
social practice project, was constructed 
as an archway also at Fairchild Tropical 
Botanic Garden in 2019. Through a series of 
collaborative workshops for students and the 
general public, they modeled clay into the 
molds of plants and added them to a large 
post-and-lintel structure over the entrance 
doors to the Garden. 

The project was taken down and the clay 
was recycled with water one week later to be 
used for another installation. 

“Through these ephemeral compositions, 
it is my hope to cultivate in others a love of

clay, to inspire environmental stewardship 
and to serve as a reminder of the fragile 
and finite existence of our society’s current 
relationship to its ecosystems,” she says in 
her description on the website. 

“Through the medium and _ its 
impermanence, the final outcome mimics 
the cycle of growth and decay that 
occurs in nature, calling participants to 
cultivate environmental stewardship and 
mindfulness,” says Southampton and NYC 
based Todd Merrill Studio, which represents 
Shapiro. 

“Future Pacific? was on view from 
November 2020 to May 2021 at the Bakehouse 
Art Complex in Miami, and supported by a 
grant from the National Science Foundation. 
Working with marine ecologist Dr. Nyssa 
Silbiger, whose research studied how 
human-driven stressors, including climate 
change, affect coastal marine ecosystems in 
the Pacific Ocean, they cast silicone molds of 
coral specimens to recreate them as textures 
in an immersive installation. 

“Shapiro uses unfired clay to illustrate the 
fragility of coral reefs in response to human 
activity. The material gives visual form to 
the importance of Dr. Silbiger’s research: 
as the clay dries, cracks and tears apart, it 
mimics the degradation of the corals.” the 
description of the work says. 

She calls it an experimental piece, as 
opposed to design work, which she says 
allows her the ability to explore scale without 
worrying about engineering or it being 
permanent. 

On larger projects, she hires people from 
the local community to help. She works 
out of a co-op space at the Bakehouse Art 
Complex, an up-and-coming Miami artist 
residency with 60 artists. The people who 
help are friends or former students or people 
in the community who are interested in 
clay. “I always try to spread the love to my 


community, when I can,” she says. 

While her public pieces have gained 
traction, when it comes to the smaller pieces 
— tile work — she focuses on integration. “I’m 
really interested in working with architects 
and designers to think about work that is site 
specific — so made for one place as opposed 
to an application,” she says. “I really love to 
make work specifically for people and for 
places, whether it be public or private. And I 
always think about when I design . . . where 
they go and that it’s unique to that space.” 

The size and scope of the project of course 
determine the length it will take to complete. 
One public art commission was awarded 
to her in 2020, “and the building isn’t even 
constructed yet!” she says. 

“The quicker it needs to be the more molds 
I need to make. So it really varies depending 
on place to place and what it is. If the molds 
exists, I can crank it out pretty fast, or if it’s 
really custom, it can take longer.” 

When it comes to color, her work has 
typically featured more whites, off whites 
and muted tones “so that the material looks 
more like marble or that they’re all like a 
monochromatic scheme, which sort of blends 
everything together,” Shapiro explains. 

“Lately I’ve been doing some more colorful 
glazes. I studied glaze chemistry during my 
master’s degree. So I work with a lot of mid- 
range glazes and I experiment with chemicals 
and oxides, and there’s a really amazing 
alchemy that happens with glazes. I do a lot 
of spray applications with overlap glazes and 
it takes a lot of testing and experimentation.” 

Colors can take a little longer to develop 
that chemistry, she says. “But I do have a lot 
of amazing tests in my studio where I can 
customize the pieces for any color really.” 

Among the projects Shapiro is working on 
now is a series of sculptural porcelain lamps 
and another tile piece for an exhibition 
sponsored by the Green Family Foundation 
in Miami, based on the tropical fruits of

South Florida. 

“I work with a lot of scientists to draw 
inspiration for my work — so it’s not just 
the plants. I’ve been working a lot with 3D 
scanning to basically use technology with 
the molds,” she says. 

“There’s an element of technology in my 
work. I use digital fabrication methods to 
make a lot of these molds,” she explains. 

The tile prototype is made in a 3D 
software, and then it is either carved into 
a block using a CNC, which is a computer 
numeric code, or it is 3D printed. Some of 
these new lamp forms in particular, I’ve been 
using 3D printed models of endangered coral 
reefs loaned by scientists that have been 
captured in the field, and then casting them 
in porcelain.” 

Shapiro has been “integrating coral forms 
into the library of my mold system.” The next 
step for her will be to utilize the underwater 
textures in her work. “They look remarkably 
a lot like leaves.” 

The molds themselves range in size, 
though, she says, “It’s a little bit limited based 
on what I can lift.” 

The largest tile that she made last year 
was a 16-by-16-by-4. “That was so heavy. 
I actually had to suction it out with a bilge 
pump, which was not sexy,” she says with a 
laugh. 

“Then some of the larger forms, I’m 
able to kind of tip them over. And that gets 
into really thinking about production of 
creating fulcrums and clamps that can 
actually pour them out. And this is why I’m 
constantly applying to a residency at John 
Michael Kohler Arts Center [in Sheboygan, 
Wisconsin], where they would give me free 
reign of the factory. I’m always applying to 
these residencies to get the opportunity to 
do that and learn more about how to make 
bigger molds and actually be able to handle 
them because they’re quite heavy.”

bout 20 miles south 
of Palm Beach and 50 
miles north of Miami in 
west Delray Beach is one 
of the most luxurious 
homes on the market in 
the country. 

“The Sundara Estate is a contemporary 
masterpiece that features world-class de- 
sign with unrivaled amenities, privacy and 
security,” says Douglas Elliman’s Senada 
Adzem, an internationally known luxury 
real estate expert, who listed the property 
exclusively six weeks ago. 

The list price for the fully-furnished home: 
$27.5 million — and it’s clear why. 

“The majestic outdoor oasis inspired by 
the Zen-infused luxury of the Four Seasons 
Bali perfectly combines the elements of wa- 
ter and fire, and creates a one-of-a-kind 
setting, complete with a 170,000-gallon 
saltwater pool, cascading water features, an 
elevated lounge with an oversized jacuzzi, 
and poolside cabanas,” Adzem explains of 
the nearly mega-mansion. 

Custom built in 2017, it has widely been 
called one of the most exquisite properties 
in the United States and has been featured 
internationally from CNBC to Forbes maga- 
zine. 

The estate at 9200 Rockybrook Way is set 
behind the gates of Stone Creek Ranch — one 
of the most exclusive communities in South 
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Florida with only 37 ultra-luxury residences. 
Steven Cohen, the billionaire hedge fund 
manager, Long Island native and majority 
owner of the New York Mets, and Gerry P. 
Smith, CEO of The ODP Corporation, which 
has banner brands include the Boca Raton- 
based Office Depot, are counted among its 
residents. Cohen set a record for that area 
of unincorporated Palm Beach County, near 
Boca Raton, when he paid $21.6 million for 
a 31,000-square-foot waterfront home, The 
Real Deal reported in 2021. Adzem was also 
the listing agent in that transaction. 


The estate at 9200 Rockybrook Way en- 
compasses 2.67 acres of lakefront living. 

All 17,797 square feet of living space, which 
includes a guest house, is made of the “finest 
materials, craftsmanship and architectural 
originality,” according to the listing. The to- 
tal footprint of the house, including garages 
and covered spaces, tops out at 29,411 square 
inet. 

Stuart Brenner Architects, a Boca Raton 
firm, designed the estate, built by AK Build- 
ing, based in Southern Palm Beach County. 
Michael Gray Interiors, a nationally pub-

lished designer with a high-profile clientele 
in South Florida, oversaw the interior design 
of the six-bedroom, nine full-bath and two- 
half-bath house. 

A home of that size has a dramatic flair, ev- 
ident from the two-story grand foyer. Win- 
dows rise from the floor up 30 feet, while a 
modern custom acrylic chandelier, inspired 
after a haute couture ruffled gown to draw 
the feel of timeless elegance further, Hedges 
was told, hangs over the center. A floating 
Thassos-marble staircase with a glass rail- 
ing leads to the second level. 

A Juliette balcony overlooks the living 
room below, where floor-to-ceiling windows 
in the double-height space allow for the ul- 
timate view of resort-style outdoor space. A 
30-foot-high Carrera gas fireplace is shared 
between the living room and the private of- 
fice on the other side. A hidden passageway 
leads from the office to a cigar lounge, fea- 
turing a state-of-the-art air purification 
system ensuring no smells escape. 

A walkway with mother-of-pearl inlay 
leads to the glamorous primary suite that 
includes one of the most unique details 
Behind ‘Ihe Hedges has seen so far — and 
Adzem’s personal favorite room in the house:

Meanwhile, the oversized primary suite 
also offers dual bathrooms, a private terrace 
and even a hidden safe room. 

The home also features a state-of-the-art 
entertainment area totaling more than 4,000 
square feet.

Doors open to an indoor-outdoor lounge 
area that features a summer kitchen.

The mega pool includes a fire feature in 
the center and two raised cabanas, one with 
the hot tub and another with a sitting area, 
both connected by walkways and a sundeck. 
Water cascades down back into the pool and 
custom ambiance lighting is synchronized 
with the latest audio technology. 

A lifesize game of chess adds whimsical 
flair, while a massive Buddha statue creates 
a zen space near a gas fire pit just off of the 
pool area. 

A porte cochere leads to “a dream garage” 
by any car collector’s standards that holds 
nine vehicles with the option to add addi- 
tional car lifts to fit more. There is also am- 
ple parking outdoors in what is being called 
a motor court. 

The property is also home to a guest house 
with one bedroom and one bathroom, as well 
as a small living room, kitchenette and pri- 
vate entrance.

proximately 175 slips that can accommodate 
yachts up to 120 feet in the summer. There 
is a fueling dock and three boat lids that can 
handle 75-ton vessels. During the off sea- 
son, the marina has capacity to store over 
125 boats. A yoga studio with extraordinary 
views will be an easy place to find some zen 
after a day on the water, and there is a ship 
store. 

The New Suffolk Shipyard at 6775 New 
Suffolk Road is one of the oldest marinas on 
eastern Long Island.

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Something to Wine About: Long 
Island Bordeaux-Style Wines

he gift-giving season is upon us. For those 

who want to gift their Bordeaux loving 
friends with wines that celebrate the unique 
terroir of Long Island, here are two high-end, 
Long Island Bordeaux-style wines. 

A quick refresher, to be Bordeaux wine, the 
wine must hail from the Bordeaux region of 
France. It also must contain one or more of 
the five noble grapes: merlot, cabernet sauvi- 
gnon, malbec, petit verdot or cabernet Franc. 
To be a Bordeaux-style wine, the wine must 
still comprise the same grapes but hail from 
a different area. Both Long Island and the 
Bordeaux region experience the four seasons 
with Long Island’s low temperatures plunging 
just a bit lower than the Bordeaux region, and 
Long Island’s high temperatures reaching just 
a bit higher. The soil for growing Long Island 
wines is mostly sand and fine clay, while the 
soil in Bordeaux can vary widely, even in the 
same vineyard. Some areas have clay, lime- 
stone, sand and gravel. 

Two lovely wines that exemplify Long Is- 


land Bordeaux-style wines are Macari Vine- 
yards’ 2020 Bergen Road and Baiting Hollow 
Farm Vineyard’s 2018 Red Velvet. 

Let’s start with Macari’s Bergen Road. Ber- 
gen Road is Macari's flagship red blend made 
only in premium vintages. The blend is cre- 
ated from 48% merlot, 47% cabernet Sauvi- 
gnon and 5% malbec. This is a rich, satisfying 
red with a decadent, full mouth feel. The nose 
and palate are loaded with grilled cherry, 
dark berries and plum. The finish has enough 
balanced acidity to keep each sip tasting fresh 
and leave you wanting more: The wine is aged 
for 18 months in French oak. It retails for $75. 

The next wine is Baiting Hollow Farm 
Vineyards 2018 Red Velvet. This wine is el- 
egant and structured with strong tannins. 


The blend consists of merlot, cabernet Franc 


and cabernet sauvignon grapes. Notes of both 
dark fruits and ripe cherry blend with notes 
of coffee and pepper. Cabernet Franc is one of 
Long Island’s most noted reds and often dis- 
plays savory bell pepper notes. This wine is 
also aged in French oak barrels, and it retails 
for $49.50.

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Ask Beatty: The 
Importance of 
Learning to 
Love Ourselves

fe aad week on my “Ask Beatty Show” on the Pro- 
gressive Radio Network, I ask listeners 

to take the time to seriously think about 
whether they are living their lives in 
ways that are in their best interest — 
emotionally, psychologically, physical- 
ly, financially and sexually. Are their 
relationships with family, friends, col- 
leagues and intimate partners satisfy- 
ing and healthy? Or are they caught up in 
a conscious or unconscious downward cycle 

of destructive, self-destructive and self-sabotaging 
behavior? It takes a lot of courage, self-reflection 
and honesty to ask ourselves these questions. Many 
people who I have treated over the years lived their 
lives in quiet desperation until they were finally 
ready and willing to address these issues head-on. 

My late father, Maurice Sair, used to tell me as a 
child that it was the luck of the draw who brings us 
into the world. We have zero choice who our parents 
will be. The lucky child experiences love in very con- 
crete ways. She learns that love is caring, patience, 
sharing, respect, honesty, appreciation, goodness, 
warmth, empathy and affection. She learns that love 
is not abuse — verbally, physically, emotionally or 
sexually. Her parents teach her about the importance 
_ of setting boundaries. They lovingly explain to her 
in consistent ways why she can and cannot engage 
in certain activities or behaviors and why certain 
people will hurt her. If she is really fortunate, she 
sees her parents respecting and loving each other. It 
is these early unconscious lessons that set the stage 
for her future adult relationships. The truly loved 
child learns early on what healthy love is and is not. 
However, those who were not that lucky should not 
lose heart. They too can learn to have happy lives 
filled with love. Their challenge, however, will be to 
make sure that they don’t inadvertently repeat their 
early childhood lessons of abuse or neglect. This is 
precisely why good professional help can provide 
you with invaluable insight and support that can en- 
able you to live the life that you deserve — a life of 
peace, love and happiness. 

I recently received an email from Ramona, a 
55-year-old never-married writer, who was severely 
abused as a child and who, unfortunately, never 
learned to love herself. 


Dear Beatty, 
I listen to your “Ask Beatty Show” every week and 


read your columns and decided to see if you can help 


me. I mostly feel despondent and depressed, since I 
feel that my life has no real purpose. I have been 
in therapy since I was a child. Both of my parents 
physically, verbally and emotionally abused me for 
most of my childhood. My mother often hit me. I re- 
member her throwing me down the stairs for no ap- 
parent reason, while my father — looking on — did 
nothing to help me. I left home at 18 and was able 
to obtain a four-year scholarship to Columbia Uni- 
versity and became a writer. Writing was the one 
safe activity where I could express my feelings and 
financially support myself. My relationships with 
men have all been abusive in one way or another. 
I felt that if I showed someone — anyone — love, 
that I would finally get the love that I craved and 
be loved in return. I gave and gave love, money and 
sex to all of my boyfriends, who all took advantage 
of my generosity and goodness and who all left me 
in the end. I've been in a relationship with John for 
the past five years. He has stage 4 lung cancer. I 
have been his sole source of support, since he has no 
family. Our relationship has never been stable. I do 
everything for him and receive little attention and 
appreciation in return. He owns his own home and 
is self-employed. We have never discussed finances. 
Iam thinking of selling my house and quitting my 
job in order to take care of him full-time and really 
want to know what you think.

Dear Ramona, 

I’m so sorry that your life up to this point has been 
so disappointing and difficult. You do, however, seem 
to have a very clear understanding of why you have 
allowed the men in your life to hurt you. My ques- 
tion to you is this: Since we can’t change our history, 
are you willing to take whatever steps are necessary 


now and move out of your self-destructive comfort 
zone? If you do decide to become John’s primary 
caregiver, you realize, of course, that taking on this 
role is going to be extremely difficult. You will need 
some back-up. You cannot do this on your own. You 
will get sick if you don’t take care of yourself in very 
concrete ways. This means getting sufficient sleep, 
eating well and giving yourself permission to take 
a break from this painful situation. As for selling 
your house and quitting your job to take care of your 
boyfriend, I would not suggest that you do this un- 
less he is willing to provide for you financially after 
his death. Does he have a will? Is he willing to make 
you his sole beneficiary, appoint you as his power 
of attorney and health care surrogate and ensure 
that you have legal access to his bank accounts, real 
estate as well as his business? You deserve this. It’s 
always difficult to have these kinds of conversations, 
especially when someone is terminally ill. Yet if you 
don’t, you could potentially end up in a disastrous 
situation both emotionally and financially. You are 
at a crossroads. You need to decide whether you are 
on-board to finally learn to take better care of Ra- 
mona. The choice is yours! Let me know if you think 
I can be helpful.

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The Meaning of 


BY RABBI JOSH FRANKLIN 


DS amy Josh Franklin of the Jew- 
ish Center of the Hamptons 
shares his thoughts on the 
history and meaning of 
Chanukah, which takes 
place this year Sunday, 
December 18 through 
Monday, December 26. 

Like most Jewish holi- 
days, Chanukah fits into 
the simple pattern of “they 
tried to kill us, we won, let’s eat.” 
The origin of the holiday dates back 
to a group of Jewish rebels called the 
Maccabees who carried out a mutiny 
against the Seleucid Greek power that 
was occupying the land of Israel in 167 
BCE. The odds of the Maccabees de- 
feating the powerful Greek army was 
akin to Tunisia winning the World 
Cup. Yet the Maccabees prevailed, 
and upon their victory, they entered 
the Temple in Jerusalem, which had 
been ransacked. They sought to re- 
dedicate the Temple by rekindling its 
giant golden menorah. They only had

enough oil, however, to last a single 
day. Miraculously, as the story goes, 
the oil lasted eight days, paving the 
way for our current eight-day holiday. 

There are a number of ways to ex- 
plain Chanukah today. It marks a 


miraculous military victory; it’s a re- 
minder of the miracle of the oil; and 
it’s become a holiday of lights in a 
time that generally coincides with the 
winter solstice. The early Roman his- 
torian Josephus proclaims Chanukah 
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as the “Festival of Lights,” because 
“the freedom to worship had been 
concealed in darkness and was then 
brought out as a light.” 

There is one more thing that I find 
special about Chanukah every year. 
Chanukah unites various peoples to- 
gether throughout the world and cel- 
ebrates our ability to create light not 
just through lighting candles, and not 
just through our freedom to worship, 
but through forging sacred relation- 
ships. The Maccabees never could 
have imagined that a few thousand 
years in the future, a rabbi and a Greek 
Orthodox priest (Father Constantine 
Lazarakis) would become friends, co- 
authors, and show their communities 
just how much Jews and Greeks can 
learn from one another. No longer do 
we need a paradigm of light versus 
dark in relation to Chanukah. Today, 
we should simply focus on bringing as 
much light as possible into the world.

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Former Snowbird 
Paul Larsen 

of Shelter Island 
Dies at 100 


aul Frederick Larsen died peacefully at San 

Simeon by the Sound in Greenport on No- 
vember 18, three weeks after he celebrated his 
100th birthday at home on Shelter Island with his 
family. 

Larsen and his twin brother Peder were born 
October 27, 1922 to Louis Heckman Larsen and his 
wife Anna (Leek) at home in Caldwell, NJ, where 
the twins and their older brother Richard grew up. 
They were one of the earliest pairs of twins to earn 
the Eagle Scout rank in New Jersey. They both ma- 
triculated to Tusculum College in Greenville, Tenn. 
With the outbreak of World War II, the twins left 
college to enlist with the U.S. Air Force in 1942 and 
received their wings as pilots at the same time. The 
Air Force then separated the twins for the first time 


in their lives, sending Paul to the Pacific theater 


and Peder to the European theater. Paul Larsen 
served in the South Pacific with the 6th Emergency

Rescue Squadron of the Army Air Corps, flying air- 
sea rescue missions piloting a “Flying Boat” or PBY 
with rescue flights ranging from the Philippines to 
Japan and Korea. One of his last flights was to take 
media photographers up and over Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki to photograph the devastation. 

He returned to college after receiving his dis- 
charge from the Air Force in 1946, graduated in 
1949 and joined the family insurance firm of P. 
Larsen & Sons in Montclair NJ. He became a real- 
tor in Montclair and expanded the family business 
to include real estate sales. 

On February 5, 1955, Larsen married Doris 
Clegg at Central Presbyterian Church in Montclair. 
They settled in Upper Montclair, where they raised 


three daughters. Larsen was an active member of 
the Optimist Club of Montclair for many years. He 
was an avid boater, nature enthusiast, tinkerer 
and craftsperson with many interests and talents. 
His family had for several years during his youth 
rented vacation homes on Shelter Island. In the 
1930s, his family purchased land and in the 1940s 
constructed their own vacation home on Menantic 
Creek. In 1963, Paul and Doris Larsen purchased 
their home on Menantic Creek next door to the 
Larsen family home. Many happy years were spent 
boating around and on the beaches of Shelter Is- 
land. In 1990, they retired to Venice, Fla. and Shel- 
ter Island. In 2015, they moved permanently to 


_ Shelter Island to be closer to their daughters and 


their families. Doris died five years ago at the age 
of 96. 

Larsen was also predeceased by his protien 
Richard and Peder. He is survived by his daughters 
Alice Deupree (Marvin) of Montclair and Shelter 
Island, Linda McCarthy (Peter) of Shelter Island, 
Suzan Newcomb (Mark) of Harwich Mass.; grand- 
son Lucas Deupree; granddaughters Morgan Mc- 
Carthy, Kenna McCarthy and Lindsay Newcomb; 
nephew Peder Larsen and his family of Shelter Is- 
land and niece Deborah Larsen of North Port, Fla.

Other signs of mold may be less recognizable 
though potentially just as harmful. That’s one rea- 
son why it makes sense for everyone to learn how 
to spot mold in a home. 


LEARN WHAT MOLD LOOKS LIKE 

Not all molds are black. Some are white and look 
like thread, but they also can have a gray-brown or 
gray-green tint. When peeling old wallpaper, some 
people may notice orange, pink or purple growth 
on the newly exposed walls, and that’s likely 
mold. 


IDENTIFY PROBLEMS WITH PAINT 

If paint is peeling, bubbling or cracking, it’s likely 
indicative of a mold issue. In such instances, contact 
a mold remediation specialist rather than simply 
painting over the affected areas with fresh paint. 


CONDUCT A SMELL TEST 

Most molds will emit a damp, musty odor. How- 
ever, a lack of this distinct and unpleasant smell 
should not lead individuals to conclude they don’t 
have a mold issue, as some molds do‘not produce 
an odor.

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High Profile: Long Island — 
Business Leader Robert Fonti

r the past four decades, Robert “Bob” Fonti 

has been a force in local political, governmen- 
tal.and business affairs. The Brooklyn-born Long 
Islander planted his roots here, and has a knack 
for effecting change in the name of good gevern- 
ment and a prosperous business community. 
Cutting his teeth in political affairs in the 

early 1980s, Fonti was a volunteer on the campaign 
to elect Gov. Mario Cuomo, New York’s first Italian- 
American governor. After the campaign he would 
take on a position with the lietenant governor’s 
office, while helping organize grassroots political 
campaigns on the side. A resident of Huntington, 
Fonti helped lead campaigns of various public fig- 
ures at the town, county, state and federal level. 
His keen sense of Long Islanders’ needs has en- 
abled Fonti to influence policy and elected leaders 
that have helped shape Long Island as we know it. 
“I had an opportunity to help make his- 

tory, by doing something that was never done be- 
fore in electing the first Italian-American gover- 
nor,” Fonti says. “Working to elect the best leaders, 
regardless of political affiliation, is something that 
I have done really throughout my whole career.” 
Fonti was also instrumental locally in electing the 
state's first-ever female governor, Kathy Hochul. 
Just a few years into his career in the po- 

litical realm, Fonti was well-known and launched 
his career in real estate and land use. With a robust 
network of decision-makers, political leaders and 
the business community, this is an arena where Fon- 
ti found near-immediate success. By 19890, Fonti was 
named one of “New York’s Top Property Managers” by 
NY Habitat magazine. He would continue to grow his 
company's influence through the 1990s. During this 
period, the Long Island real estate market evolved. 
By 1994, Fonti’s company had a vast management 
portfolio, including 6 million feet of retail and com- 
mercial properties, as well as management of more 
than 2,300 apartments. For the past two decades, 
Fonti has also served in a consultant role. Given the 
complicated and complex field of Long Island’s real 
estate market, Fonti has helped ensure that business 
owners can get shovels in the ground, to get projects 
off the ground and begin to benefit Long Islanders. 
While many know Fonti in the political 

and real estate sectors, he has also been visible in 
the advocacy and nonprofit world. Fonti serves on 
various boards and is the co-chair of the Suffolk 
County Alliance of Chambers of Commerce, an 
organization that advocates for the advancement 
of Long Island’s collective business community. 
“Developing strong intergovernmental rela- 
tionships and partnerships has been so important,” 
he says. “I recently traveled into Nassau County to 
stand with County Executive Bruce Blakeman to 


help launch a ‘shop local initiative. Crossing county 
lines and navigating political ones for the betterment 
of all of Long Island’s business community has been 
my goal. My philosophy is to drive 10 cars ahead, 
work with the local stakeholders, communicate 
and collaborate. All politics and business are local.” 

He is also a co-founder and past co-chair of 
Vision Long Island and is the Suffolk chairman of the 
Long Island Business Council. Both organizations 
have been an instrumental force in the advancement 
of Long Island downtowns. Hosting various sum- 
mits throughout the year, Vision Long Island and 
the Long Island Business Council bring together the 


- business leaders and the Island’s most notable deci- 


sion-makers for free-flowing discussion about what 
Long Island’s economy will become in the future. 
“Y've always approached business with 
an island-wide focus,” he says. “You can’t get into 
Suffolk County without traveling through Nassau 
County. The regional approach and connecting with 
our partners in Nassau County helps us address the 
needs of the many, not of one. We all share the re- 
sponsibility, and bear the burdens of small business 
together, so I believe we should work together. 
“From our main streets, to our town and village 
halls, to our elected officials in Albany, investing 
in our downtowns means building partnerships 
and relationships with one another,” he continues. 


“I believe the key to the future of a thriving Long’ 


Island economy is the “Three C’s’: connection, com- 
munication and collaboration. An aligned business 
community, in my opinion, places us all in the same 
lifeboat.” 

It is clear that Fonti believes that Long Island’s 
economic future is bright, if our business commu- 
nity makes the right investments now to prepare our 
island for the future. Fonti highlights the work that 
can be done in emerging markets, which will foster 
opportunities down the road. 

“T encourage the people around me in the business 
community to think and create diversity in business 
and embrace emerging markets. Less is not more 
in this instance; instead, it is better to look at the 
millennial generation, Generation X population,” he 
says. “Our roundtables of business leaders should 
focus on these populations, and their needs, too. 
Broader thinking will help drive opportunity and 
bring effective results to Long Island.” One example 
of Long Island’s most important public-private op- 
portunities, Fonti notes, is the creative partnerships 
in Midway Crossings in the Ronkonkoma Hub. “This 
transformative project will be a game-changer for 
Suffolk County and island-wide “ Fonti says. 

Fonti is also commissioner of the Huntington 
Housing Authority, a position he has held for the 
past 22 years. Fonti’s approach in this position has 
helped move the town forward, specifically through 
fostering discussion and dialogue outside of the

courtroom. Through co-equally important con- 
versations Fonti has with the community and the 
movers and shakers who seek to bring progress to 
Huntington, Fonti has earned his reputation as a 
problem solver around the boardroom table. “Prob- 
lem solving is critical when doing business on Long 
Island, and being innovative and a forward thinker 
has always helped me foster partnerships,” he says. 
“While always keeping a finger on the pulse in our 
‘community, I have been able to settle qualms and 
find solutions to issues that had persisted for some- 
times 20 years or more.” 

Outside of the world of regional business, Fonti 
is actively involved in the region’s robust Italian- 
American community. He is vice president of New 
York’s Italian American Political Action Committee 
and also president of the Lt. Det. Joseph Petrosino 
Association in America. Both of these organizations 
have been at the forefront of issues that are facing 
Long Island’s and New York State’s Italian-American 
communities, and have been instrumental in the 
fight to preserve the heritage and history of the Ital- 
ian community. For Fonti, the Lt. Det. Joseph Petro- 
sino Association is one of his most ardent passions. 
The organization, named in honor of a hero NYPD 
officer killed in the line of duty while infiltrating or- 
ganized crime, has received national acclaim. 

“We must always remember those who have 
served and still serve, whether they're wearing a 
badge, a uniform, or working to help communities 
from the bottom up,” he says. “We salute them all, 
and are grateful for their commitment and contri- 
butions. The largest voting block in New York State 
is Italian-Americans. Before we are Democrats or 
Republicans, you're Italian-Americans. We reach 
out to other ethnic communities to build a bridge 
to have a united voice. We have more that unites us 
than divides us, when we provide each other the op- 
portunity to listen.” 

Fonti leads by example, with the goal of creating 
a thriving Long Island community from social, eco- 
nomic and fraternal aspects. ae
